The general opinion among ob- 
servers yesterday is that the sales 
tax will be adopted. 


However, that would keep the 
‘legislators in Columbia for at least 
two more weeks. 


With a critical need for addi- 
tional revenue, there appears to be 
little the General Assembly could 
do but accept the sales tax to fi- 
‘nance school construction, student 

transportation, and raises for 
teachers and state employees. 

The tax is expected to be a grad- 
uated one on the following sched- 
ule: 


1. Tangible goods séliing for ten cents 
| or tess would not be taxed. 
2. Tangible goods, with some exemp- 
Bj tions, seliing from 11 cents to 35 cents 
' would carry a one-cent tax. 

3. Goods costing from 36 to 65 cents 
would carry a two-cent tax. 

4. A three-cent tax would be imposed 
on goods. selling from 66 cents to $1. 

5. For items selling from $1 up, the 
tax would be one cent for each 33's cents. 
. There would be no maximum limit 
and the tax would apply to everything 
from cigarets te automobiles, and to arti- 
cles used in the State, regardiess of where 
the purchas® was made.

TEL AVIV—Operation Ali 


Baba which will transport an 


estimated 100,000 Iraqi Jews to Israel is now in full swing. 


The first plane loads arrived Saturday but a strict Israeli| 


censorship has been clamped on the project. 


It was feared. that if the opera- 
tion received too much publicity 
the Iraqi government might feel 
embarrassment and call a halt to 
the exodus. But when the opera- 
tion was disclosed in Baghdad and 
Cypress the ban was lifted. Al- 


though there has been a cessation 
of hostilities Iraq and Israel are 
still technically at war. 

Under a plan approved by the 
Iraqi Parliament, Jews who wish 
to leave the country may do so 
after relinquishing their 
ality. They are not permitted to 
go directly to Israel and for this 
reason planes carrying them must 
set down at Nicosia on Cyprus 
which ostensibly is their destina- 
lion. When this technicality is 
complied with Iraq's moral re- 
sponsibility ceases and the refugees 
move along the second leg of their 
journey to Israel. 

In this devious manner it is 
planned to bring all those who 
wish to come within a year. Some 
46.000 already have registered. 

The last mass exodus from Iraq 
was almost 2,500 years ago when 
King Cyrus of the Persians freed 
Jews who had been exiled from 
Jerusalem by Nebuchadnezzar. At 
that time. according to Biblical ac- 
counts, 42.360 members of the 
tribes of Judah, Benjamin and 
Levi chose to return. They jour- 
nevyed on foot or by camel and 
donkey. 

This time Iraqi’s Jews are tray 
elling in four-engined Skymasters 
of the Near East Airlines which 
also provided transport for the 
Yemenite Jews from Aden 

Up to now those who wished to 
leave Iraq had to do it by surrep- 
titiously crossing the border into 
Iran. 

The Government here will be 
sorely taxed with this latest influx 


as it now has more than 90,000 im- 


migrants in camps. 

Iraquis who have arrived on the 
first flights are obviously of the 
poorer class. Like all others who 
will come they were permitted but 
60 pounds of baggage and nothing 
else. They cannot bring with them 
any currency and must leave be- 
hind all jewelry. 

Anv monies they have acquired 
from liquidating their estates must 
also stay where it is until peace

~ economics can apply their yardsticks. 

e of the five top economists in Amer- 
ica, or in the world, for that matter, is 
Sumnetr H. Slichter, head of the Depart- 
ment of Economics at Harvard. Looking 
at the next ten years he declares: 

1. Within this time major economic ad- 
justments will have to be made and the 
country must master several economic 
problems for which solutions cannot be 
much longer delayed without grave con- 
sequences. 

2. Within this decade, also, important 
economic trends must be halted or re- 
tarded if the community is not to be con- 
fronted with formidable new problems or 
even to be basically transformed. 

3. Finally, before the end of this period 
the course of the cold war will have large- 
ly determined the relations between the 
United States and Russia. 

4. Of the major economic adjustments 
that must occur before the end of the 
decade, two stand out in importance. One 
is the adjustment in the prices of farm 
products to long run conditions of supply 
and demand; the other is the adjustment 
of our foreign trade balance to the needs 
of the country and the rest of the world.

economic problems of the nation. Few 
will disagree that support levels for farm 
products should become operative only in 
time of abnormally low demand—and not 
at a time of surplus. Support prices now 
generate surpluses and paradoxically force 
limits on output. 

The cold war has made the matter of 
ymports and exports not merely an eco- 
nomic problem, but a political one of great 
importance. We simply cannot win the 
strong support of other nations if they 
cannot sell us their goods. 

There is a growing realization in this 
country, which is not yet strong enough to 
change the mind of Congress, that we must 
reverse the trade balance and restore it to 
what is was before 1914. To do so would 
temporarily hurt some of our industries, 
but in the long run we cannot have a 
sound economy unless we allow it to oper- 
ate in trade and put our chief emphasis 
on the things we do best. Many of the 
leading and conservative financiers have 
been advocating a reversal of our trade 
balance. One is Richard Courts, of At- 
lanta, whose talks on this subject to civic 
clubs and to groups in Washington have 
stirred thought and action. 

Slichter says the businessmen must re- 
gain their lost influence. He suggests 
methods. But, most of all, he stresses the 
need for labor and management—and the 
voting public—to have a clear understand- 
ing of the problems which must be met 
and how much is at stake. 

We agree. Ten years is a short span 
of time in which it must be accomplished. 


A Sales Tax 


Is in the Cards 


A sales tax is in the cards for Georgia. 


Gov. Talmadge’s refusal .to commit 
himself, as he did in the 1948 campaign, 
to a referendum before new taxes are im- 
posed practically puts him into the sales 
tax category along with his chief opponent. 


A sales tax is the logical way out for 
the State. 


The Governor, for instance, has ad- 
vocated increased services and elimination 
of certain taxes which would have the net 
effect of forcing the State to look for 
some $70,000,000 in additional revenue. A 
sales tax of 3 percent will not produce that 
ae but it will provide a great portion 
of it. 


As we have said repeatedly, a sales tax 


would hardly be opposed by the majority ° 


of Georgians if it were accompanied bv a 
revision of the present tax structure with 
the 150 to 200 socalled nuisance taxes 
eliminated. 


The sales tax idea is spreading. Many 
States now find it the main source of 
revenue. The South Carolina Legislature 
now is considering a bill to raise a needed 
$30,000,000 a year with a sales tax. 


The cost of Government has increased 
to the point where a proportionate share 
of that cost must be borne by all groups 
and all income classifications. The aver- 
age Georgian pavs only about $38 a year 
in direct taxes. The demand for greater 
State services has increased to the. point 
where it no longer is possible for property 
owners and business firms to pay the full 
cost. The load must be shared by all in 
a) gehye to ability to pay. A sales tax, 
without exemptions, is the only fair way. 


The State cannot continue to increase 
its services to the people without a sales 
tax.

President Gains 
Confidence on Tour 


WASHINGTON—President Truman has re- 
turned from his Western trip apparently more 
confident than ever of his hold on the people. 
Those who have talked with him since he ar- 

rived back at the White House report that he has not the slightest 
misgivings over the outcome of the coming elections, which will 
decide the control of the next Congress. 


Mr. Truman has his own way of evaluating the crowds that 
turn out to greet him when he takes to the hustings. As an old 
campaigner with long experience on the stump, he has learned not 
to be misled by mere numbers. He realizes, of course, that many 
people will go to hear a President speak out of curiosity, if nothing 
else. Whatever the circumstances, it becomes an occasion when 
the President of the United States makes a public appearance. 

« 
That is true not only out in the country, but in 
Spectacle Washington, where Presidents and other high- 
ranking dignitaries are more commonplace. Mr. Truman cannot 
make an unannounced visit to his bank to transact some private 
business, as he has been known éo do, without large crowds sensing 
his presence and forming on the streets outside just to get a glimpse 
of him departing. It is the same at all theater performances he 
attends. And that in Washington, which has a reputation for being 
the most blase city in the country. 


On his recent cross-country trip, which saw him making more 
than 50 speeches along the royte, Mr. Truman found a generous 
outpouring of people everywhere. The crowds that turned out to 
hear him were greater, if anything, than those he commanded on 
his famous whistle stop campaign in 1948, when he upset the pre- 
dictions of all the experts by winning re-election. 


But the President places more stock in enthusiasm than he 
does on numbers, and he has his own way of measuring enthusi- 
asm. It is best illustrated in a story he told after the last election. 
Someone asked him how he had been able to maintain such a 
supreme air of confidence in his election when all of the experts, 
including many of the top leaders in his party, had abandoned 
hope of his winning. “I could read it in the faces of the thousands 
of people who came to hear me speak,”,Mr. Truman replied. 


He went on to say that any seasoned campaigner could learn 
from the expressions on the faces of the people making up his 
audiences whether or not they .were for him. Psychologists will 
agree that there is real substance in what the President says. He 
must be a keen student of psychology to have made the correct 
observation he did in 1948.

F . At any rate, Mr. Truman is reported to have 
Same Signs seen the same signs in the uplifted faces that 
greeted him at every stop on the recent Western trip. He returned 
confident enough that his party will emerge from the November 
elections still in control of Congress. He sees nothing on the hori- 
zon as of today that threatens to change the situation. 


November is still some months away, however, and the Presi- 
dent intends to take no chances on issues arising which might throw 
the outcome in doubt. He plans to make other excursions into the 
country before the campaign is too far advanced, taking his pro- 
gram and his policies direct to the people. 


As the President views the situation after an opportunity to go 
out and mingle with the people again, the only question remaining 
to be decided by the November elections is the size of the Demo- 


cratic majority in Congress. That, in a nutshell, is the reaction

We are adopting no new principle, This law

by Congress in the 1937 housing act, and an in- 
crease of the minimum wage from 40 to 75 cents 
an hour under the wages and hours act passed 
by Congress in 1938 and in effect since that 
time. 

That's the story—not an alarming one. It 
represents nothing revolutionary, but slow change 
which has served our economy and our people 
well. It would be hard to find many business- 
men or Republicans, even the most hard-shelled 
of either, who would want to repeal them. 

Sen. Robert A. Taft voted for all these, in 
fact personally sponsored the housing bill. Yet, 
in a political speech, he cries out that President 
Truman is ruining the country, thus giving a 
cue that will be followed by many others, as 
throughout our history in political campaigns. 
There are, of course, other things proposed about 
which they are complaining, things that haven't 
happened. ‘ They are the subject of great dif- 
ferences of opinion, among Democrats as well 
as Republicans.

They are the subject of debate now and 
will be so during the campaign.

music, art, architecture and social patterns. The Spaniard has a feeling for the pony ela: emir 
his nation’s history and shows an understandable reluctance to destroy what has served him for cen- 
turies and substitute Hollywood ersatz. You see this in Madrid’s flourishing theaters where the mag- 
nificent old dances and traditional costumes and music still bring down the house. And you see it very 
clearly in Toledo, the old capital, once Roman, then Arab, then Christian, and still a little of all three 
Nothing worthy of preservation there has been destroyed, and the chains the Christian slaves wore 
when Ferdinand and Isabella captured the Moorish capital of Granada stil] hang on the outside walls 


of the Church of San Juan de Los Reyes. 


Also in Toledo is the Alcazar, once Roman, 
then Arab, then a royal palace, and finally the 
Spanish military academy until its 72-day siege 
in the Civil War. The ruins of the Alcazar are 
preserved as a monument to the gallantry of its 
defenders. Today you are reverently shown the 
crude hospital below ground, the tombs of those 
who died during the siege and finally the office 
of the commanding general. This office is kept 
as it was when the fortress was relieved by the 
Nationalist Army. During the first days of the 
siege the general's son was captured by the op- 
position forces and a telephone call went through 
to the Alcazar. The son told his father that he 
had been instructed to say that unless the Alca- 
zar surrendered he would be shot. The general 
told his son that if that was the case, to commend 
his soul to God and prepare to die for Spain. Of 
such steel and sentiment are the Spaniards com- 
pounded. 

~ 

I rode the Sud-Express from Paris to 
Madrid, a journey of some 26 hours. The 
equipment is old, but the seats were built 
te fit the human form and not by slide rule. 
There is no chromium, fluorescent lighting 
or air conditioning, but the fine fresh air 
of Spring blew through the open windows 
night and day and if a little dust blew in 
with it on the electrified French side, and 
an occasional cinder on the coal-burning 
Spanish side, it was worth it. 


From Paris, south, we rolled through a per- 
fectly manicured countryside, not a leaf or blade 
of grass out of place, until we reached the Bor- 
deaux area, which was South Georgia. Miles of 
flat sandy land grew thousands of pines, all 
gashed and cupped for resin. This sight was a 
source of much wonder and comment to my 
French and Spanish fellow travelers who told me 
this area was a sandy waste until Napoleon or- 
dered pines grown, and that not only was it now 
a national asset, but there was nothing like it 
anywhere else in the world. 


We reached Hendaye on the border about sun- 
set where passports and baggage were checked 
by the French. The train then crossed to Irun 
and the dreaded Spanish customs. This was the 
great anti-climax of the whole trip. Every guide, 
almost every travel book remarks on the strin- 
gency of these customs and the rudeness of the 
officials. Every tourist in Europe knows some- 
bedy who knows somebody who was stopped 
here, stripped, and the lining of his clothes and 
luggage ripped open in search for contraband. In 
the light of all this high drama, I regret to report 
that within 10 minutes after arriving at the bor- 
der, I was in a restaurant on the Spanish side, 
chewing tough chicken and yellow rice, my pass- 
port stamped, baggage checked, and my francs 
changed into pesetas. And all done with mag- 
nificent courtesy.

At Irun the traveler changes trains, inasmuch 
as Spanish railroads are broader gauge than the 
French. This I understand is a relic of the old 
days when wars were fought entirely on the 
ground and logistics were completely dependent 
on rails and highways. Passenger equipment in 
Spain is antique but well preserved, and the 
sleeping cars are miracles of inlaid woodwork, 
embossed leather, émbroidered velvet and clean 
linen. All this decor is a fine thing as it helps 
keep your mind off/the roadbed which is of the 
Tallulah Falls, or Live Oak, Perry and Gulf va- 
riety. 

To wake up the next morning and see the 
harsh central plateau of Spain is a shock after 
the hazy, pastel indistinction of Italy, and the 
prim green patterns of France. Spain is a land of 
primary colors, black shadows, bright light and 
clear, positive horizons. There is little softness 
in the landscape, and apparently little of the 
negative in the Spanish character. After the com- 
plete obsequiousness of the Italian, and the ter- 
rier-like qualities of the French, the Spaniard 
comes wrapped in a cloak of pride and impene- 
trable dignity. His bearing is austere, his man- 
ners coldly impeccable, and if he doesn’t fawn 
over strangers, he more than makes up for it by 
not trying to sell you things you don’t want, and 
by behaving in crowds like he’s in a drawing 
room. The Spaniard obviously is an individualist 
with an enormous amount of self-respect and 
there seems to be little or no foolishness about 
him. And I don’t believe he will take much push- 
ing around. 

There is a vigor and a verve about Spain that 
is totally lacking in Italy, and only occasionally 
apparent in France. The liveliness of Madrid 
makes Rome look dead and Paris somewhat senes- 
cent. The streets boil with people from nine in 
the morning until two or three the next morning, 
and the restaurants and theaters are crowded. 
The theaters, incidentally, put on their afternoon 
performances at seven, while the evening show 
begins at 11. Restaurants don’t open for dinner 
until nine, and anyone who eats before 10:30 is 
treated as a hopeless case by the waiters. If the 
night life of the capital is any measure of the 
vigor of a people, Spain is on the threshold of 
a renaissance. 


American tourists are still rare in Spain, 
which makes independent travel a little dif- 
ficult, but there are tremendous compensa- 
tions. As yet there are no tourist traps for 
your special benefit, and ne quick mark-ups 
when you walk inte a store. When you eat, 
er drink, or buy, you're confident you're 
paying the same price as the other customers. 
This feeling is a satisfaction denied you in 
Italy and France. And the Spanish waiter 
and shopkeeper treats you with grave dig- 
nity, and not like a child, which is among 
the more irritating characteristics of other 
Europeans who deal with tourists. 


I have found being an American in Spain 
quite an advantage. The Spaniard is genuinely 
interested in you and your reactions to his coun- 
try, while the Italian and French are inclined to 
regard you as a one-man Marshall Plan. To be 
an Atlantan is a double advantage. Gone With 
the Wind, or Lo ue El Viento Se Lievo, is much 
admired here. The wounds of the Spanish Civil 
War are quite fresh, and there seems to be a 
feeling that a Southerner understands these 
things much better than a Northerner. I have 
been shown towns “totally destroyed, like your 
Atlanta, by Spanish Yankees and the Reds.” 

And while this may be oversimplification, I 
occasionally have the feeling that in many re- 


.. spects the Spanish Civil War was similar to ours, 


but here the South won, and Jefferson Davis still 
is running the show.

Dear Constitution Reader: All of us 
here at The Constitution were made hap- 
py by the many congratulations which 
came to us on the type-face change and 
make-up revision which appeared here 
first a week ago today.

There are always persons who do worry 
about change, and there were one, or two 
on the staff who wondered if perhaps there 
would not be some readers—especially 
rural subscribers—who would not like the 
appearance of stories from all over ‘the 
world supplied by a service bearing the 
name “New York.” I argued that rural 
readers and city readers would appreciate 
the fact they were getting the best. 


Hence, I went about the office with the 
very first letter from a rural postoffice on . 
that subject. It was from Mrs. Francis L. 
Bailey, of Route No. 1, Alto, Georgia. She 
wrote, in part: “The additional news cov- 
erage provided by The New York Times 
news service makes the paper infinitely 
more interesting for those of us who do 
not live in Atlanta and this is particularly 
important in view of the present state of 
world affairs.” 


I went around cheering for Mrs. Bailey. 
I come from the country myself and I 
have always dissented from the view that 
people who live on farms and in small 
towns are mot equally interested in what 
is going on.

Potatoes, 
Meat Make 
Good Pie 


“Since will power is a neces- 
sary ingredient in staying with 
a diet, will you tell us if there 
are any particular foods which 
help stiffen the will?” 

That’s a good question, for it 
gets right to the meat of the 
diet. There are foods which bol- 
ster the dieter’s will, and these 
are the foods that comprise a 
scientifically balanced reducing 
diet. 

First, why do we eat? Mostly 
to feel satisfied and stave off 
hunger pangs. Of course we eat 
for nourishment, but that’s not 
what we think about when we 
sit down to dinner. We choose 
foods that satisfy. So the foods 
with a high satiety value—that 
is, the foods which bring that 
feeling of _ satisfaction that 
prompts the diner to sit back 
and say, “There... that was a 
good meal’’—are the ones every- 
one wants. And they are the 
same foods that bolster the will. 


All right then, what gives a 
food this all-important stick-to- 
the-ribs quality? Well, the 
stomach is a muscular organ, 
ang a healthy stomach likes to 
keep busy. The foods that call 
forth physiologic activity help 
the diner feel satisfied. 


Topping the list is meat, and 
a meal that contains meat sticks 
to the ribs. Meat is a protein 
food. We've talkea before about 
the importance of protein in a 
redifcing diet to furnish the ma- 
terials that replace worn-out 
structures, and also to stimulate 
the body. to increased output of 
energy. And since protein is 
high in satiety value too, that is 
another reason modern reducing 
diets furnish liberal amounts of 
meat, fish, eggs and cheese. 


Milk is also high in satiety 
value. Whole milk is far more 
satisfying than skim milk, due 
to its fat content. However, 
buttermilk is highly satisfying, 
which is the reason I often sug- 
gest a glass about 4 in the after- 
noon ... zero hour for dieters. 

Eggs come third on the list, 
but much of their satiety value 
depends on the way they are 
cooked. I recall hearing an 
argument between two women 
—one claimed that hard-cooked 
eggs were less fattening than 
soft-cooked or poached eggs, and 
the other argued that she didn’t 
see how that could be since they 
all contained the same number 
of calories. Again the differ- 
ence is the satiety factor—hard- 
cooked eggs linger longer and 
therefore have that stick-to-the- 
ribs quality. 


And which would you think 
had the greater satiety value— 
bread or potatoes? Actually po- 
tatoes do, and meat and a potato 
together seem to increase the 
satiety value of the meat. That 
is one of the reasons for includ- 
ing a small baked potato at din- 
ner. Of course putting a goodly 
amount of butter on bread 
makes it highly satisfying, ‘but 
also high in calories. 


The watery vegetables have | 


little satiety value. However, 
combined with the stick-to-the- 
ribs foods, they help make re- 
ducing easier by acting as space 
fillers—besides furnishing need- 
ed nutrients. 


- One more tip—a hot beverage 
at the finish of a meal gives 


soothing comfort for few cal- | 


ories.

DETROIT—Reckless drivers are going to jail in Detroit 
under a new “get tough” policy in the traffic court that is 


producing startling results. 


The policy, one of substituting short prison sentences for 


fines rather than waiting for 


new ordinances, will work in 


almost any city interested-in traffic safety, according to 


Judge John D. Watts. 
The effect of the policy on the 


movement of traffic over the city’s 
busy streets—among the most con- 
gested in the nation—has been ob- 
vious, even to a casual observer, 
and on fatality records it has been 
startling. 


During the period from May 7, 
when Judge Watts and Judge 


‘George T. Murphy began imposing 


sentences to the House of Correc- 
tion in wholesale lots, through 


‘May 19, there was but a single 
‘traffic fatality in the fourth larg- 


est city in the nation. 


During the first four months of 
the year there had been 69 deaths, 
making the rate for May 7-19 
about one-ninth of what might 
have been expected. 


“Five days in jail for reckless 
driving will do more to curb acci- 
dents than the §stiffest fine,” 
Judge Watts said. 


The new policy was invoked on 
May 4, effective May 7, when the 
two judges noted that during the 
first four months of the year De. 
troit was the scene of 18,211 mo- 
tor vehicle accidents, an increase 
of nearly 30 percent over the same 
period of 1949. 

“Effective immediately,” the ju- 
rists announced, “it will be the pol- 
icy of this court to impose straight
